CALIFORNIA ‘COURT 
UPHOLDS SENTENCE 


Constitutionality of Cal- 
ifornia Law on Sanity 
Defense Is Basis for 
Federal Appeal. 


San Francisco, July 5.—(#)—The 
California supreme court today unani- 
mously upheld the constitutivnality of 
the law under which William Edward 
Hickman was tried and sentenced to 
hang for the murder of 12-yea: -.J 
Marian Parker, of Los Angeles. 

The decision sustained the trial 
court in Los Angeles which after a 
jury trial found Hickman sane when 
he committed the murder and _ sen- 
tenced him to death. The opinion held 
that in pleading “notSguilty by rea- 
son of insanity,” under a recently en- 
acted provision of the state penal code, 
Hickman had not been denied his 
rights as a defendant under either 
the state or federal constitution as 
his appeal petition alleged and that 
hence his sentence must stand, 

Will Appeal to U. 8S. Court. 

Immediately after the supreme 
court’s ruling Hickman’s attorney, Je- 
rome Walsh, announced in Kansas 
City that the case would be appealed 
to the supreme court of the United 
States. 

The appeal would be taken under 
the fourteenth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution which guarantees a 
trial by “due process of law” and 
“equal protection” to all defendants. 
The state supreme court today ruled 
that the fourteetth amendment was 
not violated in this case as no deéefend- 
ant is coffffelled to plead- “not - guilty | 
by reason of insanity.” In so pleading, 
the court held, the accused admits 
commission of “th@ "acts alléged * but! 
denies responsibility for them. 

The decision held that a person 
charged with a crime is presumed to 
be sane untilgthe contrary is estab- 
lished by a preponderance of evidence 
and that the “present statute does not 
take away the defense of insanity and 
the procedure followed in no wise 
changed or affected the rule respecting 
the burden which rests on the pros- 
ecution and on the defense in this 
case,” 

Only One Plea. 

In the Marian Parker murder case 
Hickman entered only the one plea. 
In the murder of C. Ivy Thoms, a 
druggist, with which Hickn.an wa: 
jointly accused with Welby Hunt, 17, 
a former pal, Hickman pleaded “not 
guilty” and “not guilty by reason of 
insanity.” He was convicted, found 
sane and sentenced to life imprison- 
mont in San Quentin prison where 
he has been in condemned recw since 
his two trials. He was sentenced 1» 
hang April 27, last, but execution was

Railroad Will Appear July 


24 Before Commission; 
Maintains Pesition on 
Use of Terminal. 


Without abandoning its contention 
that the railroads now using the Un- 
ion passenger station can better serve 
Atlanta through establishment of addi- 
tional tracks in the Atlanta Terminal 
station, the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
St. Louis railroad Thursday, through 
President J. B. Hill, notified the state 
public service commission that the 
railroad will appear before the com- 
mission July 24 as ordered by that 
body: and submit plans and specifica- 
tions for the erection of adequate ter- 
minal facilities on the present Union 
station site. 

In a lengthy communication’ to 
Chairman James A, Perry, of the com- 
mission, Mr. Hil] states his belief that 
agitation against the removal of the 
passenger terminals from the present 
Union station arises “more from in- 
terested property owners” than from 
persons who have the best interests 
of the city of Atlanta and the state 
of Georgia at heart. He defends the 
position of the railroad in seeking to 
change the passenger terminals to the 
present Terminal station. He declared 
that the railroads still should pursue 
their negotiations with the Atlanta 
Terminal company to a successful con- 
clusion and said that time should be 
allowed “for the fullest practicable 
development of the present Union sta- 
tion site in keeping with its possi- 
bilities.” 

Mr. Hill outlined at length his rea- 
sons for believing that abandonment 
of the present site as a passenger ter- 
minal would be for the vest interests 
of all concerned. He declared that 
passenger traffic is decreasing and 
said money available for terminals 
should be diverted to channels where 
more good could be done to the trans- 
portation system in general. He de- 
clared that cessation of passenger 
service would reduce by one-half the 
number of trains passing through the 
congested area in the heart of Atlanta. 

The letter was written as a reply 
to a recent order of the commission

Milledgeville, Ga., July 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Harold Hammond sat on his 
cot in the tier of the condemned at 
state prison Thursday night and play- 
ed on his harmonica. 

It was his last night of life. T °- 
day, at an hour before noon, he will 
be put to death in the electric chair 
for the murdef in Atlanta more than 
a year ago of Mrs. Lottie Bell Ingram 
and her infant son. Possibility of 
executive clemency vanished ‘T'hurs- 


‘'day when Governor Hardman déclared 


he was convinced Hammond was the 
slayer of the woman and the child. 
Previously the governor p@rsonaily 
had examined the condemned man in 
Atlanta and had declared that while 
he was of sulnormal mentality he 
was not insane. 

After a hot day of listlessness, dur- 
ing which Hammond tossed uneasily 
on his cot while outside in the corridor 
nearby two guards watched over him, 
the slayer got out his mouth-harp as 
twilight enveloped the big prison and 
began a few tentative tunes. 

“The Prisoner’s Song.” 

It had been, arranged for some of 
the musically-inclined inmates of the 
state prison to keep him company with 
hymns and “prayers. These were 
grouped together in little knots outside 
the cell door. In the dull lights of 
the death house the man who is to die 
tomorrow began playing. 

He played “Home, Sweet Home,” 
and “The Prisoner’s Song.” Hammond 
specialized on the latter plaintive la- 


ment, playing it over and over again. 
4 


Other prisoner's hearing, applauded 
from time to time. 

Between renditions, newspaper men 
engaged Hammond in bits of conver- 
sation. He stoutly reiterated his in- 
nocence, denying all knowledge of the 
slaying of Mrs. Ingram and her baby. 
He repeated time and again that he 
was the victim of circumstantial evi- 
dence, 

“I am just being railroaded to the 
chair,” he asserted at one time, “but 
if they pull that switch on me to- 
morrow, Georgia will have the blood 
of an innocent man on her hands.” 

_ Writes to Governor. 

Earlier in the day the condemned 
man had sent a note to Governor 
Hardman, It was delivered to the 
executive by a deputy sheriff from 
Fulton county. It was a plea for 
mercy, and mentioned the names of 
several Atlanta people whom Ham- 
mond asserted, knew the “actual 
slayer” of the woman and the baby. 
The letter closed with a plea that

Action Climaxes Long 
Fight by Large Creditors 
To Refinance Concern 
To Avoid Liquidation. 


THREE CREDITORS 
ASK RECEIVER 


City on Outskirts of Mi- 
ami, Built in Eight 
Years, Once Had 12,000 
Souls. | 


Miami, Fla., July 5.—(4)—Listing 
claims aggregating $4,050, three credi- 
tor companies today asked a receiver: 
ship for the Coral Gables coryoration 
developers of the largest subdivision 
project in Florida. 

Hearing on the involuntary bank- 
ruptcy petition which was filed in 
Federal district court here, was set for 
next Tuesday before Federal Judge 
Lake Jones in Jacksonville. 

The petitioners were Walton and 
Spencer company, Chicago, claiming 
$3,600 on three promissory notes; An- 
nin and company, New York, listing 
$200 as balance on a promissory note 
for $350; and the Four Seas company. 
Boston, $250 on three promissory 
notes. | 

Officials of the corporation and 
many of the larger creditors have 
waged a long fight to refinance the 
organization and continue without 
liquidation of the assets by a receiver. 

Financial interests headed by Seneca 
D. Eldredge, of the New York bank- 
ing firm of Eldredge and company, 
and Major Lynn H. Dinkins, of New 
Orleans, recently took over the devel- 
opment and announced plans for re- 
financing and completion of the pro)- 
ect. 

At that time the financiers issued a 
statement calling on creditors to dis- 
cuss reductions in their claims. Ac- 
companying the call was a statement 


that the corporation was without avail-’ 


able funds. The statement set forth 
the belief of the bankers that creditors, 
numbering several thousand, would 
realize more by accepting reductions 
and waiting for results of refinancing 
than by throwing the development’s 
affairs into bankruptcy with attendant 
(lelay and expense of court procedure. 
Plans for refinancing over a period of 
yerirs were announced. 

Should the receivership be granted, 
attorneys said, it would force the 
suspension of the refinancing efférts. 

An estimate of $29,000,000 out- 
standing indebtedness and no avail- 
able assets for immediate liquidation 
was made by the Eldredge-Dinkins 
interests af the time they issued the 
statements to creditors. 

The Coral Gables corporation, head- 
ed by George Merrick, whose old home 
property was the nucleus of the de- 
velopment, in less than eight years 
constructed a city from grove lands 
and wilderness. At one time Coral 
Gables had a population of 12,000 
persons. It is located on the outskirts 
of Miami. Owners of lots in the sub- 
division are said to be located in 
every state. 

The board o: managing directors of 
the Coral Gables corporation tonight 
issued the following statement: 

“The managing directors of the 
Coral Gables corporation desire to 
state for the information of the public 
that the total amount involved in the 
application ‘for receivership is about 
$4,000. Any three creditors of a cor- 
poration whose claims are in excess 
of $3,000 may file a petition in bank- 
ruptey, but it is for the court to de- 
cide whether or not their claims and 
allegations are true, and, if true, 
whether they justify the action by the 
court asked for by the petitioners: and 
this will only be determined after a 
showing of all the facts, which will be 
presented at the hearing. In our judg- 
ment, the corporation is not now in- 
solvent and the petition should be 
denied.”

Mr. Edward. McCrady, of the 
Charleston museum, who is serving 
as director of the Highlands museum 
for the summer, pointed out at the 
opening of the latter museum that al- 
though there were several summer 
laboratory stations in the northeast 
there are none that serve a similar 
purpose for the southern scientists 
who do not care to go so far away 
for their summer work. Mr. Me- 
Crady also said that so far as he knew 
the Highlands museum was the first 
to specialize in mountain biology. 
Northern stations such as those at 
Woods Hole, Mass., and Cold Spring 
Harbor, Long Island, are particularly 
interested in marine biology 

The mountain region in and around 
Highlands has long been famous for 
its rare plants. Since Andre Michaux. 
the great’ French botanist, discovered 
many new species in these mountains 
during the latter part of the eight- 
eenth centur, it has been known 
that there was much in this region 
that is unique. There are-also sev- 
eral plants that are found in this re- 
gion and in no other except in paris 
of China and Japan. One explana- 
tion for this was said by the director 
of the Highlands museum to be that 
the glacial period destroyed similar | 
life in the other parts of the world 
and left it only in these far-separaied 
parts of the world, 

Highlands Climate. 

The climate of Highlands is also 
famous and thus the conditions for 
summer work for scientists is ideal. 
Besides Mr. McCrady several other 
scientists have started work at the 
Highlands museum. Others who have 
indicated their intention of making 
use of the facilities of the Highlands 
museum this summer are Dr. W. C. 
Coker, professor of botany at the 
University of North Carolina; Miss 
Margaret Ashley, who has been doing 
spectacular mork recently in excavat- 
ing Indian mounds near Cartersvilie. 
Ga., and Mr. Clifford H. Pope, of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
in New York. Mr. Pope is the as- 
sistant curator of herpetology at the 
American museum and has made bril- 
liant discoveries and published several] | 
pamphlets and articles on the sala- 
manders of the North Carolina moun- | 
tains. He has said that this region |

to points in southern territory, the 
rates from the latter points being on 
a lower level than the rates from Sa- 
vannab and other southern producing 
points to points in North and South 
Carolina. Commissioner Knight stated 
that as a result of this order the 
Southern carriers and the sugar re- 
finery at Savannah petitioned the In- 
terstate Commerce commission for a 
rehearing of this part of its order and 
this petition was supported by the 
Georgia commission in order to pro- 
tect the interests of the Georgia pro- 
ducers. As a result of this petition 
the Interstate Commerce commission 
has revised the rates from Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and New York to points 
in North and South Carolina to the 
same level as the rates prescribed from 
Savannah and other southern produc- 
ing points. Commissionee Knight 
stated that the petition now before 
the Georgia commission is for approval 
of the same rates which the Inter- 
state Commerce commission has pre- 
scribed for interstate application.

Answer.—The old operation required 
compléte “ripening” or opacity of the 
lens, which, of course, reduced vision 
to a low degree. Nowadays it is not 
necessary to wait until blindness oc- 
curs. The cataract may be removed 
in its capsule as early as you like. 
The degree of opacity has nothing to 
do with it. Why put up with months 
or years of useless vidion? 
Rickets. 
My daughter, aged 15 months, 
is bow legged. She weighs 25 
pounds. People tell me thaf if 
she was born bow legged she can’t 
<row out of it. I don’t think she 
was so until she got heavy. I still 
nurse her. ( Worried.) 
Answer.—You should have weaned 
her perhaps six months ago. Unduly 
prolonged feeding at the breast is 
one cause of rickets, the usual ex- 
planation of bow legs.

I have striven i vain to defer the is- 
suance of your order ip this matter, hoping 
to conclude some development which would 
have proven much more satisfactory to this 
railway than the location of a station at 
the present station site, and which could 
not have failed to be highly pleasing to the 
state of Georgia. The divulging of the plans 
I had ine mind would have defeated them 
and I am partially reconciled to their pass- 
ing by reason of the Jarge expenditures in- 
volved, 

Much” has been said in the press con- 
cerning this whole question, some of which 
seeins to have been engendered by the fear 
that the area around the present station 
was to be converted into freight yards and 
some of which I think originated with prop- 
erty interests whose welfare was mis-

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could be used to better advantage in im- 
proving transportation in other ways. The 
money available for impruvements on any 
railway is limited in amount, but should 
be expended for those improvements which 
will yield the largest return to the blic 
in a better serviee. This is of a particular 
concern to the lessee, whose expenditures 
for improvements are contributions to its 
lessor. To make large expenditures for 
facilities, the future use of which is uncer- 
tain, is unwise, and is a direct limitation 
on our ability to improve service in other 
directions, 

2°. It would be more economical] for all 
lines to operate in and out of one station. 
The obligation rests upon managements, un- 
der the general law, to operate economically. 
A duplication of terminal work increases 
operating expenses, and where this work is 
unjustifiably duplicated it is a waste of 
money. which, in the end, detrimentally af- 
fects transportation service. 

3. It would be more convenient to those 
traveling from and te Atlanta to use one 
station. This is so evident it needs no dis- 
eussion. Many cities are going to great 
lengths to have this service consolidated 
rather than separated. New Orleans is a 
present example. 

4. Track conditions are entirely too con- 
gested at the site of the old Union station 
for economical and efficient operation. The 
limitation on the present Union station site 
is not one of building but one of track 
capacity. The city of Atlanta desires the 
old shed torn down, yet in this restricted 
area it will be impossible to build um- 
brella sheds of sufficient length to prove 
wholly adequate and no track arrangement 
can be provided which will avoid eonsider- 
able delays in operation with the present 
number of trains, to say nothing of future 
expausion. 

5. The removal of passenger facilities 
from the present location would reduce train 
movement in the restricted area and make 
the overhead development along the viaduct 
Larea more feasible. Passenger train cpera- 
tion in this district comprises about one- 
half the number of trains in the district. 
If. as in claimed, train operation in this dis- 
trict is a detriment to the surroundings, the 
conditions would be improved by the elimina- 
tion of passenger train operation therefrom 

6. The value of the state’s railroad would 
be improved by a proper use and develoup- 
ment of its facilities and the city of At- 
lanta would profit by whatever improves 
its transportation facilities, The day of the 
short line railroad is fast closing and the 
state of Georgia, under present conditions, 
could not successfully operate the Western 
& Atlantic raffroad. The more valuabie 
the state's property becomes to the present 
or future lessee the more valuable it will 
become to the state by reason of its ability 
to obtain satisfactory rentals. The reverse 
is true. If the lessee is obstructed in the 
road's development and use, it becomes less 
valuable to him and consequently of less 
value to the state. Every principle of pru- 
dent and intensive operation going to the 
enhancement of the present Jease value 
equally attends ownership value. The ques- 
tion seems to be whether the abandonment 
of the present passenger facility is at this 
time, as well as in the future. to the ad- 
vantage of the state from the standpoint 
of owvership and to the city from the. stan¢- 
point of a contribution to the latter's pros- 
perity. 

New forms of transportation have taken 
the major portion of local passenger traffic. 
Tbe future of through truffic may be some- 
whut in jeopardy by reason of airplane de- 
velopment and it bas already suffered con- 
siderably from the development of motor 
transportation, both private and commercial. 
There is a strong competition in holding 
or increasing the present throwrh traffic. 
To do this, improvement in service end 
shortening of schedules are constantly 
striven for. The use of the present union 
station site places a distinct limitation on 
through service and inasmuch as about two- 
thirds of the passenger revenues on thie 
Western & Atlantic railroad are derive: 
from through service, and further, tht 
about 80 ‘per cent of this through service 
is earned by the through Florida trains, 
it will be evident that a limitation on 
the operation of these through trains makes 
competitive routes more attractive and thus 
tends to reduce the earnings of the West- 
ern & Atlantic railroad, and consequently its 
valine to the lessee and ultimately to the 
state. Passengers will not submit to in- 
convenience and delay incident to crose- 
town switching, if they can avoid this by 
another route. There are important routes 
competing for this traffic that do not pass 
through the city of Atlanta via any line. 
‘This competition may* not safely be ignored 
by the city of Atlenta or the state of 
Georgia, whose interests are directly affect- 
ed. If the value of the state’s property is 
diminished, Atlanta must share in 
loss to the extent of its own importance 
as a part of the state. “

Seemingly few people understand the 
extent and importance of terminal costs, 
not only as these may be assumed through 
force of circumstances by carriers, but 
those other terminal costs borne by the 
publie directly. Studies have been made, 
in one instance by the United State de- 
partment of Commerce covering the city 
of Washington. It was there authorita- 
tively ascertained that the cost of the 
single item of draynge to and from stores 
und warehouses totaled in a year more 
than the freight charges paid to the rail 
carriers on the business involved. 

Chicago has spent millions of dollars 
for its underground railway and other 
means of transfer. It has, in its efforts 
to obtain commercial importance, encour- 
aced the building of a great industrial 
district with highly developed means of 
transportation serving it. Large and im- 
portant terminal warehouses have been 
built in the metropolitan area of New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
lbnllas, Memphis, Nashville and in dozens 
of other cities. The constant effort, 
practically without regard to expense, has 
been to reduce, or at least minimize, the 
cost of taking business from and in -de- 
livering it to the carrier for 
beyond. 

If Atlanta is to grow commensurately 
with its promise, this problem must be 
there met and solved, and for that pur- 
pose the property of the Western & At- 
lantic, with its environs, centrally located 
as it is, offers an opportunity of a re- 
markable sort. 

Certainly it is one which could not 
otherwise be had except at the expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars over and above 
those there necessary. 

If on the site of the present passenger 
station of the Western & Atlantic and on 
the property surrounding it by any Trea- 
sovable means there could be caused con- 
structed a series of terminal warehouses 
the industrial growth of Atlanta would be 
immediately and strikingly advanced with 
seeming advantage both to the property 
owners and to the city. So served Atlanta 
should hecome a great distributing center, 
and permanently take the rank in southern 
commerce that its position otherwise jus- 
tifies and demands. 

Such an area, once developed, would be- 
come the chief wholesale district. Busi- 
ness would move in and out at a minimum 
of cost. Drayage costs would be brought 
to a negligible point; insurance would be 
cheapened, and there could be a combined 
traffic simply and economically handled as 
contrasted with a separated and widely di- 
vided traffic, handled at an excessive cost. 
The experience of many great towns demon- 
strates that all this is feasible and its 
desirability ise obvious. 

And not only for wholesaiers and jobbers 
would a plan of this sort offer facilities 
of desirable sort. Atlanta ic making stren- 
uous efforts to become an important manu- 
facturing center. It is carrying on an elab- 
orate and costly advertising campaign with 
that end in view. A manufacturing city 
should have its inéustries broadly diversi- 
fied and should seek something more than 
single plants, however large, and something 
more than a eingle tine of conversion. The 
surest prosperity would be gained from many 
small factories with widely varied produc- 
tion. Terminal buildings such as those here 
described operated on the factory loft plan 
would ideally serve that purpose. There 
would be the possibility of cheap power, 


comparatively low rentals, cheap insurance, 
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Ladies’ Wrist Watches are presented here 
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and immediate access to transportation at a 
minimum cost. 

In comparison with these potentialities 
the use of the state's property for depot 
purposes seems extravagant to the point 
of waste. Particularly is this true where 
it is remembered that the depot there located 
would not be a great Union station but one 
designed for at most travel of small im- 
portance from the standpoint of volume. 

Nor does it follow that the construction 
of terminals such as those now in mind, 
would be unsightly. or through their opera- 
tion a public nuisance. Actually, it is be- 
lieved that the operation would be accom- 
panied by less noise, dirt and confusion 
than now attends the operation of the pres- 
ent passenger facility. But noise and dirt 
are at times symbols of progress. Surely 
Atlanta would welcome some of the grime 
of Pittsburgh if for its taking over it 
could obtain Pittsburgh's industrial position. 

It is candidly believed that commercially 
the present situation with respe¢t to this 
property offers an opportunity of tremen- 
dous value. Admittedly no man can now 
vision it in complete form and certainly no 
plans complete in themselves could at once 
be set down. But the opportunity is present 
and good judgment seemingly demands that 
it should not be permitted to pass unheeded 
through any mistaken idea of continuing 
the use of the property for an inferior and 
inadequate purpose. 

I submit this railway as a

property and have $600,000 of bonds de- 
posited with the state as a guarantee of our 
obligation, it is the obligation of the state 
and its agencies to permit us the most ad- 
vantageous use of the properties consistent 
with the preservation of its value.

Instead of expending for improvements, as 
required by the lease. a total of only $480.,. 
000 to December 31, 1927, we have actually 
spent 1.605.000 for improvements, or an 
excess contribution to the state of $1,125,000 
and have other substantial improvements in 
process. The official report of the commis- 
sion just made shows the property in the 
best condition it has ever been. Is there 
any better measure of the purpose, integrity 
and ability of the state’s tenant than its 
past performance? 

This railway still believes that negotiations 
with the Terminal company should be pur- 
sued to a favorable conclusion, if possible, 
and time should be allowed for the fullest 
practicable development of the present 
union station site in keeping with its possi- 
bilities. 

Inasmuch as the order of the railroad 
commission was carried in the public press 
of Atlanta and perhaps the state and 
since the position of the railway has here- 
tofore had no public audience, I hope you 
will see fit to ask the publication of this 
communication in the papers of the state, 
to whom your order was furnished. I am 
sending a copy of this communication to 
the governor and the mayor of Atlanta: as 
well as a copy to our representatives in 
Atlanta who will furnish copies to the daily 
papers of Atlanta and request publication.

Labor members yesterday refused to 
accept the assurances of Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks, home retary, “that 
the change had nothitig to do with the 
recent charges of third-degree meth- 
ods against the police in connection 
with the Money-Savidge case. Sir 
William in announcing the appoint- 
ment said that Lord Byng had ac- 
cepted the post*in response to “the 
stern call of duty.” Labor members 
heckled him and demanded to know 
what this “stern call” meant. No ex- 
planation was forthcoming. 

Both newspapers and members of 
parliament are criticising the govern- 
ment for appointing to such an im- 
portant post a man of 65 when a man 
of 60 was retiring at a pensionable 
age.

Chicago, July 5.—()—Notwith- 
standing announcement that 1,500,000 
bushels of wheat from North America 
had been taken for export today, wheat 
prices here went down grade from the 
start. 

Selling pressure resulted largely 
from a big increase of receipts of newly 
harvested wheat in the southwest, 


-especially Kansas, Quotations on 
wheat were heavy, 13-8¢ net lower, 
with corn 5-8e off to 3-4c up, oats at 
8-8c decline to 3-8c advance, showing 
a rise of 2 to 7 cents. 


Excellent Harvest. 


Excellent harvest conditions were re- 
rted from Kansas, Nebraska and 
lissouri, and there was word also 
that some new wheat has already been 
eut in Illinois. Meanwhile, today’s 
arrivals of wheat at Kansas City, 
Wichita, Hutchinson and Salina ag- 
gregated as much as 1,632 cars. 
Houses with southwest connections 
were steadily selling all day, and sell- 
ing orders came also from the north- 
west, with field reports favorable from 
domestic spring wheat territory and 
with Canadian advices indicating that 
the crop outlook for the Canadian prai- 
rie provinces appears to be about the 
best ever known. 


Reports Unnoticed. 


Under such circumstances London 
reports that Russia had bought more 
than 1,000,000 bushels of Canadian 
wheat overnight failed to have any 
noticeable influence on Chicago prices. 
Upturns in Liverpool and Winnipeg 
quotations were also virtually ignored, 
fnasmuch as United States hard win- 
ter wheat is figured as being 5 to 6 
cents a bushel higher than Canadian, 
with Canadian stocks large. 

Corn and oats were firmer early, 
but wheat weakness led to a reaction. 
Weather conditions were excellent for 
the new corn crop, with a good part 
of the Iowa crop reported as over knee- 
high. On the other hand stocks of 
corn east of Chicago are light, and 
indications were for a steady demand 
from that source. 


Flour. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 5.—Flour un- 
changed. In carload lots, family patents 
quoted at $7.00@8.00 a barrel in 98-pound 
totton sacks.

The statement 
that hot winds and sandstorms were damag- 
ing the crop in the north gave weight to un- 
favorable reports from that section and 
stimulated buying. The review of weather 
bureau was mixed but was construed as 
bullish and proved helpful to the market. 

Mr. Beane, of our firm wiring from Wil- 
mington, N. C., says he has not seen a bloom 
in his travels over North and South Carolina 
and Georgia and that the crop everywhere is 
irregular and spotted. The outcome accord- 
ing to his views depends entirely upon the 
weevil. If these are plentiful it looks like a 
disaster is inevitable, he says. 

The steady flow of weevil reports coming 
to market indicates that weevil infestation is 
widespread and the second brood is beginning 
to hatch much earlier than last year. Weath- 
er is hot and dry, high temperatiures in the 
west. Sentiment is strongly bullish and ten-

The Day in Finance 
By 


Rush of Buying in Stock Lead- 
ers Sends List Upward. Call 
Money Decline Lends Impetus 
te General Advance. 


> 


New York, July 5.—(Special.)—| 
There was a rush of buying in lead- 
ing stocks at the opening of the 


market this morning, partly on the 
drop of 5 per cent in the rate on call 
money shortly before the close Tues- 
day, compared with the ten per cent 
late Monday partly on the $355,000,- 
000 decrease in brokers’ loans reported 
over the holiday by the New York 
stock exchange for June in its month- 
ly statement, partly on the over holi- 
day unexpected announcement that 
the treasury will make an offering of 
long term bonds on 3 3-8 per cent 
basis which appears low in view of 


money. 

Part of the rush of buying of stocks 
at the opening undoubtedly. was short 
covering. Howeyer, the upward price 
movement thus brought about together 
with outstanding strength and activity 
in General Motors soon brought in 
buying of long stocks which carried 
leading shares suth as General Motor, 
International Nickel, Radio, Curtiss, 
Wright, International Combustion, C. 
& O., Union Pacific up from one to 
nine points by noon. 


G. M. C. Advances. 


General Motors opened at 192 
ngainst Tuesday’s closing of 191 3-4 
and on very heavy trading advanced 
in the first couple of hours or go to 
195 1-8. This represents a recovery 
of 26 points from the low of 169 1-8 
made on June 19. As has frequently 
been pointed out in this column re- 
cently speculative Wall street is ex- 
pecting a stock dividend for General 
Motors when the directors meet on 
August 10 some predicting as high as 
100 per cent. 

Under the conditions existing in the 
money and stock market for the past 
month or more Wall street banks are 
only accepting General Motors in the 
loan envelopes at 160. The write-off 
of $35 a share with the open market 
price say at 195 naturally is not liked 
by large holders which include in- 
siders. By declaring a stoek dividend 
this write-off by the Wall street banks 
can either be reduced or entirely elim- 
inated. A stock dividend of 100 per 
cent with the open market price at say 
195 would bring the open market price 
down to half, 


Stock Dividend. 


Then, too, a substantial stock divi- 
dend marking down the open market 
of the stock would again bring the 
big outside public in on the buying 
side of General Motors. Since Gen- 
eral Motors declared its last large 
stock dividend the price has advanced 
on large earnings to a point where it 
has again been classed as “a rich 
man’s stock.” It is no secret in Wall 
street that the management of Gen- 
eral Motors feels that every share of 
the stock sold to the big outside pub- 
lic makes a “booster” for the com- 
pany; that is a salesman for the com- 
pany’s automobile production. 

It was a very active trading in 
General Motors on advancing prices 
that brought about today’s marked 
changed in stock market sentiment; 
however, the market was also helped 
by the statement from Secretary Mel- 
lon early in the day that from his 
viewpoint the market long-term bonds 
was not being influenced by the ex- 
isting higher rates for call money; 
that he expects the money situation 
to clear up before September when 
the government will have to do its 
refunding of the then maturing Lib- 
erty bonds. Mr. Mellon frankly states 
that this government refunding will 
probably be done with short-term 
notes. 

Call Money Drops. 


Call money opened at G per cent, 
dropped to 5 1-2, The record high 
rates for call money have attracted a 
large amount of money from the in- 
terior. Dividends and interest checks 
for July 1 payments aggregating $750-, 
000.000 are also finding their way 
back to Wall street banks. Time 
money was also easier, however, the 
rate remained at 5 7-8 per cent with 
the amount of funds available very 


' limited. 


One reason for the recent high rates 
for call money is found in the fact 
that stock exchange houses having 
time loans maturing the last 10 days 
of June was unable to get such loans 
renewed. In some cases as much as 
6 1-4 per cent was gladly paid for 
available time money, such loans be- 
ing called “special” with the open 
market rate quoted not going above 6 
per cent. Some time loans are always 
made on a higher rate than the open 
market rate because of the character 
of the collateral offered. 

Freight car loadings for the week 
ending June 23 are again under the 
million mark, amounting to 986,000, 
a decrease of 16,000 compared with 
the previous week and a loss of 41,- 
000 contrasted with a year ago. Up 
to this time a year ago there had been 
eight weeks of more than 1,000,000 
cars, with only one break caused by 
the Decoration day holiday. So far 
this year the railroads have had only 
four 1.000,000-car weeks, with the to- 
tal for the year 23,454,000, or 1,055,- 
000 less than for the correspnding 
period of 1927. The volime of busi- 
ness offered by the country so far 
this year has not only been smaller 
than for the corresponding period of 
1927 but there are good reasons for 
believing automobile trucks have made 
further inroads into the freight busi- 
ness of the railroads. This year’s sus- 
tained downward movement in raik 
road freight car loadings has been a 
factor in the market for railroad 


shares. 
London Cables. 


London cables’ report J. Henry 
Schroeder & Co.,'as denying rumors 
that Alfred Loewenstein, the Belgian 
financier who lIést his life by opening 
the door in an airplane flying over 
the English channel, had just been 
denied a loan for $25,000,000. Schroe- 
der & Co. state that up to the time 
of Loewenstein’s death negotiations 
for the proposed loan were still on 
and had been held up only tempo- 
rarily hecause of unfavorable market 
conditions. It is understood that the 
private banking firm of Schroeder & 
Co. at London are working on plans 
to take over the various international 
stockholdings and investments of 
Loewenstein, amounting to some $55,- 
000,000. Drastic declines occurred in 
the price of stocks in which Loew- 
enstein was known to be largely in- 
terested at the opening of the London 
market today on the news of Loewen- 
stein’s death. Loewenstein, called “the

Cleveland, July 5.—(Special.)— 
Business has improved in pro 
years more than it has declined, de 
clares Leonard Ayers, of the Cleve- 
land Trust company. Mr. Ayers is 
ized as an outstanding author- 

ity in the business world. 

Business has little reason to be ap- 
pre.ensive over results of the Novem- 
er election, Mr. Ayers continues, as 
records for the past 48 years reveal 
that’ one party has treated the com- 
mercial world as well as the other. 

His statement in full follows: 

“During the years since 
there have been 12 national election 
years, and this year will make 13 of 


them. ? 
No General Rule. 

“There has been no general rule as 
to the condition of general business 
in the election years. In six of the 
12 business was distinctly above the 
normal level, in five more it was be- 
low, and in one case it was about 
evenly divided. The present year of 
1928 begins with the black area be- 
low the normal line, but not seriously 


so. 

“It is, however, noteworthy that the 
black area has dipped sharply down- 
ward during thé spring or summer of 
every one of these election years, This 
is somewhat more true of the election 
years than it is of the first years fol- 
lowing election years, or .of the sec- 
ond years following, or of the third 
years. Nevertheless, the differences 
are slight, and the most that could 
be inferred from the evidence of the 
diagram is that there appears to be 
something more of a tendency for 
election years to be characterized by 
hesitant business conditions than there 
is for other years. 

“Business has improved in election 
years more than it has declined, for 
in seven of the 12 cases the year has 
closed with business at a higher level 
than it held when the year opened. 
In the remaining five cases the level 
of business was lower at the close 
of the year than it was at the begin- 


ning. 
True in Past... 

“Tt is clear that there is little rea- 
son for business tu be apprehensive 
about the effects of election year on 
trade and industry and transportation. 
This has not always been true in the 
past. In all our presidential cam- 
paigns, from that of 1880, when Pres- 
ident Hayes\ had just lost his fight 
against the compulsory coining of sil- 
vc? dollars, until that of 1904 when 
Alton B. Parker by his historic and 
courageous telegram to the convention 
that nominated him finally removed 
the silver menace from the realm of 
practical politics, business men were 
right in viewing the presidential year 
with apprehension, for our fiscal and 
credit systems were always in 


“Those dangers are now happily re ~ 
moved. Our money system was firmly . — 
established. on a gold basis in 19047 — 
and 10 years later the federal reserve — 
system came into being with results 
that have proved of immeasurable ben- 


efit to the country, At the present 
time the advent of the presidential 
year brings with it no menace to the 
integrity of our monetary system. 
Neither does it carry with it the 
slightest threat that the result of the 
elections will bring into power an ad- 
ministration at Washington that will 
prove unfriendly to legitimate busi- 
ness, or one committed to furdamen- 
tally unsound economic policies. Busi- 
ness men are fully justified in facing 
the future with hope and confidence, 
despite the fact that nominations will 
be made, political campaigns conduct- 
ed, and a president elected in 1928. 
24 Years. 


“Republican administrations have 
been at the head of the national gov- 
ernment during 24 of the past 46 
years, while democratic administra- 
tions have controlled national policies 
during the other 16 years. Through 
this long period of four decades gen- 
eral business has moved from depres- 
sion to prosperity and back again 
many times. These movements are re-~° 
corded by statistical curves which rise 
above the level representing normal 
business, and fall below it, and since 
this is so it is a simple matter to dis- 
cover through a study of these curves 
what percentage of all the months 
during the 24 years of republican ad- 
ministrations have been months of 
prosperity, and what percentage 
months of depressed. The correspond- 
ing calculation can be made for the 
16 years of democratic administra- 
tions, 

“These studies have been carried 
through with the curve for general 
business computed by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, 
and with the curve based on the per- 
centage of pig iron blast furnaces in 
operation, and both mothods give al- 
most identical results. They show that 
during the 24 years of republican ad- 
ministrations 55 per cent of the 
months have been months of tusiness 
prosperity, and 45 per cent months 
of depression, The records for the 16 
years of democratic administrations 
shows 55 per cent of prosperous 
months and 45 per cent of months of 
depression. There is not a half of one

“In the past one party has given the
